SPECIAL REPORT. 


Your committee, appointed at last Town meeting to investigate 
location of gravel available for road construction and repairs and to 
make contracts in the name of The Town for such material, have at- 
tended to their duty and make the following report: 

We first made investigation regarding gravel that would be avail- 
able for use in locations covering the several districts of the Town. On 
the road leading from the Village to Mount Orne we found material on 
land of George Dexter, W. E. Bullard & Son and C. H. Nichols. Pits 
have been opened and operated on land of George Dexter and W. E. 
Bullard & Son. The material on the land of Mr. Nichols is, so far as we 
are able to judge by surface appearances, of about the same grade as 
that on land of the Bullards. 

In the east part of the Town we found material on land of A. S. 
Way. & Son, Frank Forbes, Jerry Martin and H. W. Manseau. 

After we had located the material the next move seemed to be to 
establish a fair price and see if the several owners would be willing to 
contract at that price. 

After consulting State Engineer Hargraves and _ estimating the 
amount of gravel that would probably be taken from an acre of Jand, we 
came to the conclusion that 10c a cubic yard would give the owners a 
fair return and be a fair price for the Town to pay. 

As considerable expense would be involved to open a pit and install 
machinery to operate the same we were of the opinion that a term con- 
tract should be entered into if agreeable to the owners of the gravel. 
Accordingly all of the parties were approached as to their willingness 
to enter into a ten year contract at ten cents a cubic yard. All of them 
signified their willingness to enter into such a contract except Frank 
Forbes and we have made contract with George Dexter, W. E. Bullard & 
Son, C. H. Nichols, A. S. Way & Son, Jerry Martin and H. W. Manseau 
for a term of ten years at 10 cents a cubic yard. 
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The gist of the contracts is that the owners of the land will allow 
the Town of Lancaster, by its agents and servants, to enter upon his 
land to make soundings and investigations for gravel, and if the Town 
shall find gravel of suitable quality and quantity for its purposes he shall 
sell the town such quantity of such gravel as the Town may require 
during te life of the contracts at 10 cents a cubic yard at the pit. All 
of these contracts included the gravel used during the season of 1923. 
The gravel used during the past season has been taken from the pits 
of George Dexter, W. E. Bullard & Son, A. S. Way & Son and Jerry 
Martin, while the pits of Mr. Nichols and Manseau have not been opened 


up. We wish to express an opinion that the Town owns most excellent 


road material in the Village pit for construction purposes and we be- 
lieve it feasible to put the gravel and rock through the crusher and use 
it for permanent road construction. The Martin and Manseau pits are 
practically the same distance from the Post Office as the Bullard and 


Nichols pits, so that the question of quality should be the deciding factor 


as to which should be used in the village and on State Road.

SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 
Members of the School Board: 

- The financial report for the year ending June 30, 1923, appears on 
another page The books for the current year have been written up to 
date, and estimates of expenditures for the remainder of the year indicate 
that there will be no deficit. 

At the time of the last annual meeting, it was not known whether 
any state aid would be available and the district appropriated sufficient 
funds to support the schools in case there were to be no state aid, with 
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instructions to the board that if state aid were available, a part of the 
town appropriation should be used for alterations and repairs. State 
Aid to the amount of $2700 was received and we have been able to pro- 
ceed with our program for repairs. The school house at No. 10 has been 
completely remodeled and satisfies all the requirements of a standard 
school. A modern sanitary toilet has been built at No. 8. Painting has 
been done at No. 10, No. 11, No. 4 and No. 9, and shingling at No. 15. 
Modern adjustable seats have keen installed at No. 2. These things would 
not have been done except for state aid. As some state aid is assured 
for next year at least, it would seem to be good business to continue the 
policy of placing all our schools in proper condition. When this is once 
done, a small annual charge will keep everything ship-shape. 

Our problem is to give the child in the rural school as nearly as 
possible an equal opportunity with the child who lives in the villages 
and cities. The business of farming is arduous enough and those who 
follow it should not be compelled to give their children an educational 
handicap.
